Introduction 

To obtain satisfactory results the stated tension must be knitted and the 
recommended qualities must be used. 

The tension quoted is obtained by using the needles recommended but if 
your tension does not correspond proceed as follows: If less stitches use a 
finer needle, if more stitches obtained use a coarser needle. 


Abbreviations 

K knit, p purl, sts stitches, tog together, si slip one stitch knitways, st-st stocking 
stitch (1 row knit, 1 row purl), tbl through back of loops, psso pass slipped stitch 
over, won wool over needle, wm wool round needle, wlfwd wool forward, 0 no 
stitches, inc increase(ing), dec decreasedng). 

N.B. When working with two colours do not break off wool except where necessary 
but carry each shade up side of work. 

N.B. Where more than one size is given throughout this book, the instructions 
should be read as follows: 

For the small size read the instructions as given. 

For the large size read the figures within the brackets.

No. 1. TENSION 

The tension for this garment is 1\ 
stitches to one inch. 

No. 2. MATERIALS 

3 balls in any of the following qualities: 
Sirdar Baby Nylon 4 ply. 

Sirdar Baby Courtelle 4 ply. 

Sirdar Sunshine Baby 4 ply Wool. 
Sirdar Majestic 4 ply Wool. 

Sirdar Fontein Crepe Wool. 

1 Pair No. 10 and No. 12 Knitting 
Needles. 

5 Buttons. 

MEASUREMENTS 

To fit 20 inch chest. 

Length from top of shoulder 8i inches. 
Sleeve seam 6 inches or length required. 

THE BACK 

Using No. 12 needles cast on 79 sts. 

1st Row. SI, kl, * pi, kl, repeat from * 
to last st, kl. 

Repeat 1st row 5 times. 


Change to No. 10 needles and proceed 
as follows: 

1st Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

2nd Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

7th Row. SI, * kl, pi, k2, repeat from * 
to last 2 sts, k2. 

8th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

9th Row. SI, * k3, pi, repeat from * 
to last 2 sts, k2. 

10th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

From 7th to 10th row (inclusive) forms 
one complete pattern. 

Keeping continuity of pattern (through¬ 
out) continue until work measures 3$ 
inches from commencement, ending 
with 10th row of pattern. 

Shape for the Armholes 

Cast off 3 sts in pattern at beginning of 
each of next 2 rows. 

Work 14 rows dec once at each end of 
next and every alternate row. 59 sts. 

Work 22 rows dec once at each end of 
every row. 15 sts. 

Cast off. 


THE LEFT FRONT 
(For a Boy) 

Using No. 12 needles cast on 41 sts.

1st Row. SI, kl, # pi, kl, repeat from # 
to last st, kl. 

Repeat 1st row once. 

3rd Row. SI, kl, # pi, kl, repeat from # 
to last 5 sts, pi, p2tog, won, k2. 

Repeat 1st row twice. 

6th Row. SI, (kl, pi) twice, slip these 
5 sts onto a safety pin and leave for 
Front Border, # kl, pi, repeat from # 
to last 2 sts, inc once in next st, kl. 
37 sts. 

Change to No. 10 needles and proceed 
as Follows : 

1st Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

2nd Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

7th Row. SI, # kl, pi, k2, repeat from * 
to end of row. 

8th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

9th Row. SI, * k3, pi, repeat from * 
to last 4 sts, k4. 

10th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

From 7th to 10th row (inclusive) forms 
one complete pattern. 

Keeping continuity of pattern (through¬ 
out) continue until work measures 
same as Back to armhole, ending with 
10th row of pattern. 

Shape for the Armhole 

1st Row. Cast off 3 sts in pattern, work 
in pattern to end of row. 

2nd Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

Work 14 rows dec once at armhole edge 
in next and every alternate row. 27 sts. 

Work 9 rows dec once at armhole edge 
in every row. 18 sts. 

Shape the Neck 

Next Row. Cast off 2 sts purlways, 
purl to last 2 sts, k2tog. 

Work 4 rows dec onie at armhole edge 
in every row at same time dec once at 
neck edge in 1st and 3rd rows. 9 sts. 

Work 6 rows dec once at armhole edge 
only in every row. 3 sts. 

Next Row. K2tog, kl. 

Next Row. K2tog. 

Break off wool, fasten off. 


THE LEFT FRONT 
(For a Girl) 

Work exactly as given for Left Front 
For a Boy omitting buttonhole. 


THE LEFT FRONT BORDER 
(For a Boy) 

With right side of work facing and using 
No. 12 needles, rejoin wool to 5 sts 
left on a safety pin for Left Front 
Border and proceed as follows : 

lsrr Row. SI, (kl, pi), k2. 

Repeat 1st row 13 times.

15th Row. SI, p2tog, won, k2. 

Repeat 1st row 17 times. ## 

Repeat from ## to once, 15th row 
once then 1st row 15 times. 

Break off wool, leave these sts on a 
safety pin. 


THE LEFT FRONT BORDER 
(For a Girl) 

Work exactly as given for Left Front 
Border For a Boy omitting buttonholes. 


THE RIGHT FRONT 
(For a Girl) 

Using No. 12 needles cast on 41 sts. 

1st Row. SI, kl, * pi, kl, repeat from # 
to last st, kl. 

Repeat 1st row once. 

3rd Row. SI, kl, wlfwd, k2tog, * pi, 
kl, repeat from * to last st, kl. 

Repeat 1st row twice. 

6th Row. Inc once in first st, kl, * pi, 
kl, repeat from * to last 5 sts, slip 
these 5 sts onto a safety pin and leave 
for Front Border. 37 sts. 

Change to No. 10 needles and proceed 
as follows : 

1st Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

2nd Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

7th Row. SI, * k3, pi, repeat from * 
to last 4 sts, k4. 

8th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

9th Row. SI, * kl, pi, k2, repeat from # 
to end of row. 

10th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

From 7th to 10th row (inclusive) forms 
one complete pattern. 

Keeping continuity of pattern (through¬ 
out) continue until work measures 
same as Back to armhole, ending with 
7th row of pattern. 

Shape for the Armhole 

1st Row. Cast off 3 sts purlways, purl 
to last st, kl. 
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Work 14 rows dec once at armhole edge 
in next and every alternate row. 27 sts. 

Work 8 rows dec once at armhole edge 
in every row. 19 sts. 

Shape the Neck 

Next Row. Cast off 2 sts in pattern, 
work in pattern to last 2 sts, k2tog. 

Next Row. K2tog, purl to last st, kl. 

Work 4 rows dec once at neck edge in 
1st and 3rd rows at same time dec once 
at armhole edge in every row. 9 sts. 

Work 6 rows dec once at armhole edge 
only in every row. 3 sts. 

Next Row. SI, k2tog. 

Next Row. K2tog. 

Break off wool, fasten off. 


THE RIGHT FRONT 
(For a Boy) 

Work exactly as given for Right Front 
For a Girl omitting buttonhole. 


THE RIGHT FRONT BORDER 
(For a Girl) 

With wrong side of work facing and using 
No. 12 needles, rejoin wool to 5 sts 
left on a safety pin for Right Front 
Border and proceed as follows : 

1st Row. K2, pi, k2. 

2nd Row. SI, kl, pi, k2. 

Repeat 2nd row 13 times.

16th Row. SI, kl, wlfwd, k2tog, kl. 

Repeat 2nd row 17 times. * ## 

Repeat from *** to *** once, 16th row 
once then 2nd row 15 times. 

Do not break off wool, leave these sts 
on a safety pin. 


THE RIGHT FRONT BORDER 
(For a Boy) 

Work exactly as given for Right Front 
Border For a Girl omitting buttonholes. 


THE SLEEVES 
(Both alike) 

Using No. 12 needles cast on 37 sts. 

1st Row. SI, kl, # pi, kl, repeat from * 
to last st, kl. 

Repeat 1st row 5 times. 

Change to Ni 10 needles and proceed as 
follows : 


1st Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

2nd Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows once. 

Continue in st-st inc once at each end of 
next and every following 4th row until 
there are 55 sts on needle. 

Continue without shaping until work 
measures 6 inches from commence¬ 
ment, or length required, ending on 
wrong side of work. 

Shape for the Top 

Cast off 3 sts at beginning of each of 
next 2 rows. 

Work 30 rows dec once at each end of 
next and every alternate row. 19 sts. 

Work 6 rows dec once at each end of 
every row. 7 sts. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Read Pressing Instructions. Sew up side 
and sleeve seams. Placing seam to 
seam sew decreased edges of sleeves to 
decreased edges of bodice. 


THE NECKBAND 

With right side of work facing, using 
No. 12 needles and commencing at 
Right Front Border, work across 5 sts 
left on a safety pin as follows : si, 
(kl, pi) twice, pick up and knit 14 sts 
evenly along right side of neck, 7 sts 
from 7 cast off sts of sleeve top, 15 sts 
from 15 cast off sts at back of neck, 
7 sts from 7 cast off sts of other sleeve 
top, 14 sts evenly along left side of 
neck, working across 5 sts left on a 
safety pin as follows : (pi, kl) twice, 
kl. 67 sts. 

1st Row. SI, (kl, pi) twice, * pi, kl, 
repeat from * to last 6 sts, pi, (pi, kl) 
twice, kl. 

For a Girl Proceed as follows: 

2nd Row. SI, kl, wlfwd, k2tog, pi, 
* kl, pi, repeat from * to last 6 sts, 
kl, (pi, kl) twice, kl. 

For a Boy Proceed as follows: 

2nd Row. SI, (kl, pi) twice, # kl, pi, 
repeat from * to last 6 sts, kl, pi, 
p2tog, won, k2. 

For Boy or Girl Proceed as follows: 

Repeat 1st row 3 times. 

Cast off in pattern. 


TO COMPLETE 

Sew front borders in position. Sew on 
buttons to correspond with buttonholes. 
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No. 1. TENSION 

The tension for these garments is 6 
stitches to one inch. 


MATERIALS: THE HOODED 
MATINEE COAT, BOOTEES AND 
MITTENS can be worked from 7 [8] 
balls shade A and 1 ball shade B in 
any of the following qualities: Sirdar 
Baby Nylon 4 ply, Sirdar Baby Cour- 
tclle 4 ply, Sirdar Sunshine Baby 4 ply 
Wool, Sirdar Majestic 4 ply Wool, 
Sirdar Fontein Crepe Wool. 


HOODED MATINEE COAT 
No. 2. MATERIALS 


MEASUREMENTS 

To fit 18 [20] inch chest. 

Length from top of shoulder 8$ [10J] 
inches. 

Sleeve seam 5 [6] inches or length 
required. 


THE BACK AND FRONT 
(Both alike) 

Using A wool cast on 79 [85] sts. 

1st Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

2nd Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

Join in B wool. 

3rd Row. Kl, * wlfwd, k2tog, repeat 
from * to end of row. 


5 [6] balls shade A and 1 ball shade B 
in any of the following qualities : 
Sirdar Baby Nylon 4 ply. 

Sirdar Baby Courtelle 4 ply. 

Sirdar Sunshine Baby 4 ply Wool. 
Sirdar Majestic 4 ply Wool. 

Sirdar Fontein Crepe Wool. 

1 Pair No. 10 Knitting Needles. 

1 Spare No. 10 Knitting Needle. 

3 Buttons. 

3 yards Narrow Ribbon. 


4th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

Break off B wool and proceed as follows: 

1st Row. Kl, * (kl, pi, kl) into next 
st (this will now be termed ‘3 out of 
T), kl, repeat from * to end of row. 

2nd Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

3rd Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

4th Row. SI, * p3tog, kl, repeat from * 
to end of row. 

5th Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

6th Row. SI, * kl, ‘3 out of 1\ repeat 
from * to last 2 sts, k2. 

7th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 
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Hooded Matinee Coat bootees and mittens 










8th Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

9th Row. SI, * pi, k3tog, repeat from # 
to last 2 sts, pi, kl. 

10th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

11th Row. SI, * ‘3 out of r, pi, repeat 
from * to last 2 sts, ‘3 out of T, kl. 

From 2nd to 11th row (inclusive) forms 
one complete pattern. 

Repeat from 2nd to 11th row (inclusive) 
2 [4] times then from 2nd to 10th row 
(inclusive) once. 

Shape for the Armholes 

Next Row. Cast off 3 sts knitways, 
work in pattern to last 4 sts, k4. 

Next Row. Cast off 3 sts knitways, knit 
to end of row. 

Work 6 [61 rows in pattern dec once at 
each end of next and every alternate 
row. 

Next Row. K3tog, # pi, k3tog, repeat 
from * to last 4 sts, pi, k3tog. 

As the sts (may) differ for the various 
ages follow the headings for the age 
required. 

Birth/3 months only 

Next Row. SI, (p2tog, p7) 7 times, 
p2tog, kl. 59 sts. 

3/6 months only 

Next Row. SI, p2tog, (p2tog, p5) 9 
times, (p2tog) twice, p2, kl. [61] sts. 

Birth/3 and 3/6 months 

Break off wool, leave these sts on a 
thread. 

THE SLEEVES 
(Both alike) 

Using B wool cast on 23 [27] sts. 

1st Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

2nd Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

Break off B wool, join in A. 

3rd Row. Kl, * k2tog, wlfwd, repeat 
from * to last 2 sts, k2tog. 22 [26] sts. 
Join in B wool. 

4th Row. Inc once in first st, purl to 
last st, kl. 23 [27] sts. 

As the sts (may) differ for the various 
ages follow the headings for the age 
required. 

Birth/3 months only 

5th Row. SI, (inc once in next st purl- 
ways, pl) 3 times, (inc once in next st 
purlways) 8 times, (pl, inc once in next 
st purlways) 3 times, pl, kl. 37 sts. 


3/6 months only 

5th Row. SI, (inc once in next st purl- 
ways, pl) 4 times, (inc once in next st 
purlways) 8 times, (pl, inc once in next 
st purlways) 4 times, pl, kl. [43] sts. 


Birth/3 and 3/6 months 

Break off B wool. 

Next Row. Kl, purl to last st, kl. 

Proceed as follows : 

Repeat 11th row of pattern as given for 
Back once then from 2nd to 11th row 
(inclusive) of pattern as given for Back 
until work measures 5 [6] inches from 
commencement, or length required, 
ending on 10th [10th] row of pattern. 


Shape for the Top 

Next Row, Cast off 3 sts knitways, work 
in pattern to last 4 sts, k4. 

Next Row. Cast off 3 sts knitways, knit 
to end of row. 

Work 4 [41 rows in pattern dec once at 
each end of next and every alternate 
row. 

Next Row. K2tog, work in pattern to 
last 2 sts, k2tog. 

Next Row. SI, work in pattern to last 
st, kl. 

Next Row. K3tog, * pl, k3tog, repeat 
from * to last 4 sts, pl, k3tog. 25 
[31] sts. 

As the sts (may) differ for the various 
ages follow the headings for the age 
required. 


Birth/3 months only 

Next Row. SI, (p2tog, p2) 5 times, 
p2tog, pl, kl. 19 sts. 


3/6 months only 

Next Row. SI, P 5, p2tog, p2, (p2tog) 
twice, pl, (p2tog) twice, p2, p2tog, p2, 
p6, kl. [25] sts. 


Birth/3 and 3/6 months 

Break off wool, leave these sts on a 
thread. 


TO MAKE UP 

DO NOT PRESS. Sew up side and 
sleeve seams. Placing seam to seam 
sew decreased edges of sleeves to 
decreased edges of bodice.

THE YOKE 

With right side of work facing, slip first 
27 [28] sts of front onto a thread, using 
A wool and one No. 10 needle knit 
across remaining 32 [33] sts of front as 
follows: A k5, join in B wool, B k27 
[28], work across 19 [25] sts of one 
sleeve left on a thread B kl9 [251, 
using a second No. 10 needle, work 
across 59 [61] sts of Back left on a 
thread B k59 [61], work across 19 [25] 
sts of other sleeve left on a thread 
B k 19 [25], work across remaining 27 
[28] sts left on a thread B k27 [28], 
join in a 2nd ball of A wool, cast on 
5 sts for underlay. 161 [177] sts. 

Using 3 No. 10 needles proceed as 
follows: 

1st Row. A k5, B kl48 [164], k2tog, 
kl, A k5. 160 [176] sts. 

Break off B and 2nd ball of A wool. 

2nd Row. SI, k2tog, wlfwd, k2, * k2tog, 
wlfwd, repeat from * to last 7 sts, 
k2tog, k5. 

Join in B wool. 

3rd Row. A SI, k4, B inc once in next 
st purlways, B pi48 [164], join in 
second ball of A wool A k5. ICO 
[176] sts. 

4th Row. A SI, k4, B pl50 [166], A k5. 

Break off B and 2nd ball of A wool. 

Proceed as follows : 

1st Row. SI, k4, purl to last 5 sts, k5. 

2nd Row. SI, k6, * p2, k2, repeat from * 
to last 5 sts, k5. 

3rd Row. SI, k4, * p2, k2, repeat from # 
to last 7 sts, p2, k5. 

Repeat 2nd and 3rd rows 2 [4] times. 

Next Row. SI, k2tog, wlfwd, k4, * p2. 
k2, repeat from * to last 5 sts, k5. 

Repeat 3rd row once, 2nd and 3rd rows 
2 [4] times then 2nd row once. 

Next Row. SI, k4, p2 [2], * p3tog, 
repeat from # to last 6 [7] sts, pi [2], 
k5. 62 [68] sts. 

Proceed as follows: 

Join in B wool. 

1st Row. A SI, k4, B k52 [58], join in 
2nd ball of A wool, A k5. 

2nd Row. A SI, k4, B k52 [58], A k5. 

Break off B and 2nd ball of A wool. 

As the holes (may) differ for the various 
ages follow the headings for the age 
required. 

Birtli/3 months only 

3rd Row. SI, k2tog, # wlfwd, k2tog, 
repeat from * to last 5 sts, k5. 61 sts. 


3/6 months only 

3rd Row. SI, k2tog, # wlfwd, k2tog, 
repeat from * to last 5 sts, wlfwd, k5. 
62 [68] sts. 

Birth/3 and 3/6 months 

Join in B wool. 

4th Row. A SI, k4, B p50 [56], p2 
[p2tog], join in 2nd ball of A wool, 
A k5. 

5th Row. A SI, k4, B p51 [57], A k5. 

Break off B and 2nd ball of A wool. 
61 [67] sts. 

Proceed as follows for the Hood : 

As the sts (may) differ for the various 
ages follow the headings for the age 
required. 

Birth/3 months only 

Next Row. Cast off 4 sts knitways, 8 
sts purlways, purl to last 5 sts, k5. 

Next Row. Cast off 12 sts knitways, 
k3, (inc once in next st, kl) 15 times, 
k4. 53 sts. 


3/6 months only 

Next Row. Cast off 4 sts knitways, 8 
sts purlways, purl to last 5 sts, k5. 

Next Row. Cast off 12 sts knitways, 
kl, (inc once in next st, k2) 4 times, (inc 
once in next st, kl) 7 times, (inc once 
in next st, k2) 5 times. [59] sts. 

Birth/3 and 3/6 months 

1st Row. SI, * kl, ‘3 out of 1’, repeat 
from * to last 2 sts, k2. 

2nd Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

3rd Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

4th Row. SI, * pi, k3tog, repeat from * 
to last 2 sts, pi, kl. 

5th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

6th Row. SI, * ‘3 out of 1’, pi, repeat 
from * to last 2 sts, *3 out of T, kl. 

7th Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

8th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

9th Row. SI, # p3tog, kl, repeat from * 
to end of row. 

10th Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

Repeat from 1st to 10th row (inclusive) 
3 [4] times then from 1st to 9th row 
(inclusive) once. 

Cast off loosely knitways. 

Sew up Hood seam. 

THE HOOD BORDER 

With right side of work facing and using 
B wool, pick up and knit 79 [89] sts 
evenly all round face of hood. 
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1st Row. SI, knit to end of row. 
Break oil B wool, join in A. 

2nd Row. Kl, * wlfwd, k2tog, repeat 
from * to end of row. 

Join in B wool. 

3rd Row. Kl, purl to last st, kl. 

4tii Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

Break off B wool. 

5th Row. Kl, purl to last st, kl. 

6th Row. SI, * wlfwd, k2tog, repeat 
from * to end of row. 

7th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

Cast oil loosely knitways. 


TO COMPLETE 

Turn up first 2 rows at lower edge and 
sew in position on wrong side of 
work. Sew 5 cast on sts or underlay 
in position on wrong side of work. 
Turn under last 2 rows of Hood Border 
onto wrong side of work and sew in 
position. Sew each side of Hood Border 
to 6 of 12 cast off sts at each side of 
neck. Cut 30 inches of ribbon and 
with wrong side of work facing, thread 
through bottom set of holes in yoke 
and sew in position to inside edge of 
Front Borders. Cut 12J inches of 
ribbon and with wrong side of work 
facing, thread through top set of holes 
in yoke and sew in position to inside 
edge of Front Borders. Cut 2 pieces 
of ribbon 12 inches in length and with 
right side of work facing, commencing 
at centre of sleeve, thread one piece of 
ribbon through holes at wrist and tie 
in a small neat bow and trim as 
required. 'Hiread other piece of ribbon 
through other sleeve in same way. Cut 
2 pieces of ribbon 12 inches in length 
and with wrong side of work facing 
and using one piece of ribbon, com¬ 
mencing at neck edge of hood, thread 
ribbon through to centre top of hood. 
Leave remainder hanging. Thread 



other piece of ribbon through other 
half to correspond, make a small bow 
of the 2 pieces at top of head and trim 
as required. Sew in position to inside 
of neck. Using remaining piece of 
ribbon make a small bow and sew in 
position over first buttonhole. Sew 
on buttons to correspond with button¬ 
holes. 

THE BOOTEES 
No. 2. MATERIALS 

1 [1] ball shade A and a small ball shade 
B in any of the following qualities : 

Sirdar Baby Nylon 4 ply. 

Sirdar Baby Courtelle 4 ply. 

Sirdar Sunshine Baby 4 ply Wool. 

Sirdar Majestic 4 ply Wool. 

Sirdar Fontein Crepe Wool. 

1 Pair No. 10 Knitting Needles. 

} yard Narrow Ribbon. 

1 Medium size Crochet Hook. 


MEASUREMENTS 

Length of leg seam 2± [3] inches. 

Length of foot seam 3J [4] inches. 

THE BOOTEES 
(Both alike) 

Using A wool cast on 34 [42] sts. 

1st Row. Inc once in first st, kll [15], 
inc once in next st, k7, inc once in 
next st, kl 1 [15], inc once in next st, kl. 

2nd Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

3rd Row. Inc once in first st, kl2 [16], 
inc once in next st, k9, inc once in 
next st, kl2 [16], inc once in next st, kl. 

4th Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

Repeat 4th row 4 times. 

9th Row. SI, k 14 [18], (inc once in 
next st, inc once in next st purlways) 
6 times, kl5 [19]. 54 [62] sts.

Repeat 1st row once. 

3rd Row. SI, kl4, wlfwd, k2tog, kl6. 
Repeat 1st row once. 

5th Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

6th Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

Repeat from 1st to 6th row (inclusive) 
6 times then from 1st to 5th row 
(inclusive) once. 


Next Row. Cast off 17 sts, knit to end 
of row.

Commencing at back of ankles, 
thread cords through holes at ankles, 
and tie at back of feet. Using B, C 
and D wools, make 12 wool flowers 
by winding wool 6 times round end of 
forefinger slip loops off finger and tie 
tightly round centre. Bunch 6 together 
and sew to centre fronts of each 
bootee. 
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
